MAKE $1 BILLS LAST 
- LONGER—FOR ITSELF 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—{Spe 
cCial.j—tIntensive studies to find out 
how to make your $1 bills last longer 
are being conducted jointly by the 


standards. 

Annually the government manufac- 
tures twenty carloads of these bills, 
but due to the quality of the 
now used they wear out oftener-than 
the experts think they should. Methods 
of preventing or retarding this wear- 
ing out are the subjects of the studies 
now being made. 

The paper used by the government is 
made from rags, about 75 per cent 
linen and 26 per cent cotton, but exper- 


iments are being carried on to see if 


the government cannot employ other 
bases such as wood pulp, manila hemp, 
an African grass called esparta, ramie 
and Kansas wheat straw. Other manu- 
facturers have been using these while 
the government has been clinging to 


rags. 

Hardships which paper undergoes at 
the bureau of printing and engraving 
are being studied. The veteran printers 
at the bureau claim the paper gets 
“tired” through the processes it con- 
stantly goes through while being made 
into money. :

Bright Future for City Is 
Painted. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
Chicago's tuture growth, develop- 
ment, and prosperity is of intimate, if 
not vital, concern to the generator of 
energy for light and power. That gen- 
erator is commonly called the Insull 
interests. 

These interests are generally cred- 
ited with a keener judgment in the 
electric business than any other man- 
agement in the country. In the ver- 
nacular, ‘they know their stuff,” and 
because of that. attainment the Com- 
monwealth Edison, company of Cni- 
cago offers a larger capacity in. elec- 
tric current than any other central sta- 
tion organization in the world. 

‘If the forgeoing statements are un- 
true, there is little pungency in the 
matter to follow, but 4f they are cor- 
rect, unusually large significance must 
attach to the Commonwealth's view of 
Chicago’s future, whether its slant is 
favorable or adverse.

In 1960 the Commonwealth 
believes that it will have 1,250,000 cus- 
tomers. That indicates the conserva- 
tive character of the ecompany’s sur- 
vey because the -1950 forecast indi- 
cates a belief of one customer for each 
four residents of the city. 


Plans Ahead. 


Yet the Commonwealth Edison com- 
pany, anticipates twice as much more 
business in 1950 as it is transacting to- 
day. It is planning, building and finan- 
cing accordingly. 

Chicago is frequently boosted be- 
cause of its art, opera and recreational 
advantages, but it is egsentially a com- 
mercial and industrial city. In these

New Capital Needed. 


» To meet the anticipated demand for 
energy, a bank full of new money will 
be required. The investment in the 
Commonwealth after 42 years Was 
$166,577,490 at the beginning of this 
year. That is only a third of what will 
be invested in 1950. It is anticipated 
that $373,000,000 in new capital will be 
needed in the next 25 years. Perhaps 
those figures are too large for rapid 
assimulation. Another measure of the 
size’ of the company can be used. 

In 1920 the average number on the 
Commonwealth pay roll was 5,684. In 
1950 it is predicted that the number 
will be 17,500. When that year ar- 
rives the annual operating revenue 
will approximate $140,000,000. 

Comparing the Edison's estimate on 
population of 5,000,000 for 250 square 
miles with the telephone estimate of 
4,500,000 for 203 square miles and the 
impression is conveyed that the Edison 
company believes that there are 43 
square miles adjacent to Chicago at 
present in which will live 500,000 people 
in’ 1950. If t happens those 43 
square miles Will be half as thickly 
populated as will be the city as a 
whole.

When earnings .suddenly fall eff the 
stecks begin to fall,. and these whe have 
climbed on the market at its crest are 
caught. 

We do not attempt to predict the fu- 
ture course of the market or just when a 
reagtion may set in. It may come any 
day. It may have started even before 
this article goes to press. But we do 
want to caution these who are riding 
the market filled with optimism not te 
let their enthusiasm carry them too far. 
We want to make them realize that a 
reaction or break may occur any day 
and that, if they hawe a profit now, it is 
well to consider the advisability of tak- 
ing their profit and getting out before 
it may be too late.

Washington, D. C.,.Aug. 15.—{Special.] 
—United States trade with Latin Amer- 
ica during the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1925, increased over $170,000,000 be- 
yond tbe figures of the previous year 
and totaled $2,063,246,442, according to 
R. F. O'Toole, chief, Latin American 
division, department of commerce. Ex- 
ports to Latin America during the year 
amounted to $924,533.737 as compared 
with $794,166,699 for the earlier period, 
a trade advance valued at over $130,000,- 
000 and imports to the United States 
from this region reached valuations of 
$1,128,712,705, as against §1,087,483,105 
for the year ended June 30, 1924, show- 
ing increased purchases amounting to 
more than $41,000,000, or 16% per cent.

Popular Superstitions. 


While we are on the timeworn sub- 
ject of facial blemishes let us now 
consider the lowly mole.

Nor are they particularly 
destructive unless you irritate them or 
try to eject them from your premises 
without skilled medical ald.

Irradicating the Wart. 

Warts, on the other hand, are neither 
birthmarks nor are they, except in the 
rarest instances, apt to develop into 
dangerous growths. Unless situated in 
locations where they are exposed to jn- 
jary, they give no trouble. They are 
probably caused by micro-organism of 
low virulence which invades the skin. 
The bacteria are mildly contagious, but 
are spread from one part of the body 
to another by the individual. Warts 
can be burned off with heat or with 
chemicals, tied off, removed with X- 
rays, radium or carbonic snow. Warts 
on the face can be removed without 
leaving a scar, but you must be abso 
lutely sure that the work is being done

“Lakme” with Unfamiliar Sections. 

As the Théatre-Nationa! de l'Opéra-Comique, to give it its 
full title and accents, was the place of my first visit, it may 
as well come first in this account. Here is a superb building 
of its kind, less impressive, less hefty, smaller in every way 
than the Opéra, but ideal for such musica] works as need a 
little intimacy. Inside it has a floor space about the size of 
that of the Studebaker in Chicago, but with almost half the 
main floor taken up by an orchestra pit. From this it rises 
gallery after gallery, and wherever you go, spacious prom- 
enades and stairways, fine paintings and sculptures. But 
also, dirt wherever you go, dust on the hangings, grime on 
the statuary. It was almost symbolical of the performance. 

The opera was Delibes’ “‘ Lakme,” a lovely work, as we 
in Chicago know, but given more completely than we in 
in Chicago hear.

“fhe radio announcers of New York 
City and its commutable environs must 
be a roguishly loquacious lot of bally- 
hooers. . 

The ballyhooey before and after mu- 
sical offerings has gone so far rampent 
in the eastern stations that ev the 
editorialists of the newspapers are 
viewing with alarm. 

Bruno Lessing, on the editorial page 
of the New York American, conse- 
crates his column to the proposition 
that announcers are too gabby; that 
their function is that of a butler—and 
not the life of the party. 

A considerable. acreage of the edi- 
torial page of the New York World 
was devoted recently to exhorting an- 
nouncers to pipe down: “The time 
has come to tackle another public 
question: Why do we have radio an- 
nouncers? It is true, if the radio 
announcer confined himself to the job 
in hand, he would perform a ful 
service. He tells the station that is 
broadcasting, the title of the piece 
and the name of the singer, and that 
much is. worth knowing. But he does 
not stop there. He ‘aspires to bra- 
vura and puts artistic touches on his 
work. He tells you what time it is, 
and why the lady lecturer was run 
out of Russia, and what the two 
Irishmen said when they went into 
the hotel. .. . Altogether, taking 
everything into consideration, radio 
announcers overstep themselves. They 
should employ the technique of train 
announcers: a clear, distinct tone of 
yoice and an impersonal manner. 
Otherwise, there will be a movement 
that they be abolished, or -possibly 
we shall have a law against them.” 

Talky Announcers. 


The radio critic of the New York 
Herald-Tribune, who confines his re- 
views in the main .to his local stations, 
is annoyed enough to write in a maga- 
zine: . 

“If there is one thing in this wide, 
wide world ‘that stirs these old bones 
to action it is a talky announcer pos- 
sessed with the notion that he is about 
the wittiest thing on the air and that, 
were it not for his literary pie-throw- 
ing, his station would be about the 
saddest spectacle in airdom. Short, 
easy, facile announcements in a well 
modulated voice, with an occasional 
salting of witticism, register strongly 
in this neck of the woods. There is 
one announcer up at WGY who just 
tickles us all over. Some of our wor- 
this seem to think that the interim be- 
tween features should be stretched-out 
and filled up with a heavy brand of 
arid hokum designed to send the list- 
eners into prolongeé fits of laughter. 
There is a technique to being cheery 
and there is a technique to being hu- 
morous, but there is no technique to 
the incessant unloading of parlor wise 
cracks. Let us have more announcing 
and less talking!”’ 

Moral of It All, 


And the moral is that, dithough we 
in Chicago have twice as many sta- 
tions as New York and its environs, 
our announcers have now had the 
editorial writers of the newspapers 
threatening to dll the constabulary 
down upon them for their long-winded- 
ness. Take any of them—Hay, Boneil, 
Kaney, Sullivan, Hager or .Geise—you 
may like or not like their manners of 
speech, but the Chicago announcers 
cannot be accused of vaudeville cutups 
or orgies of elocution. 

They know that announcers should 
be heard and not felt!

As I have said, the new literary his- 
tory that I describe, if it is to be worth 
anything, must relate the history of 
American letters to the general history 
of the American people, not merely by 
a few obvious bridges, but intimately 
and constantly. One of the chief de- 
fects in the existing textbooks, next 
after their general stupidity, is their 
complete failure to do this. They 
depict the man of letters as a man 
without a country. In the case of such 
men as Poe and Hawthorne they even 
stress the point, and argue fatuously 
that some merit is hidden in it. 

But there is little in the facts to 
support it. Despite his apparent 
strangeness, Poe was not merely a 
sound American; he was, in many 
ways, an almost typical one. And he 
was an American of one particular 
time—to wit: the era of Andrew Jack- 
son. It would not be absurd, indeed, 
In | to contend that he reflected some of 
its salient peculiarities almost as bril- 
liantly as Davy Crockett. Taking him 
as he stood, and remembering his limi- 
tations as well as his competencies, it 
must be manifest that he- belonged 
thoroughly to his country and his day. 
It would be hard to.think of him as an 
Englishman, and it would be impossi- 


ble to think of him as a German or a 
7 


Frenchman. 

No’ man can escape such influences 
even though he flee them.: Who tried 
harder to throw them off than Henry 
James? And who remained under 
them more plainly?- James, in fact, 
was almost the archetypical New Eng- 
lander of the Puritan Dammerung. In 
him, even more than in Barrett Wen- 
dell, the abject colonialism of decaying 
Boston reached its most mortuary 
flower. The fact is so plain that actual 
professors begin to notice it. Facts 
like it must be kept to the fore when 
the history of the national letteis is 
written. For when they are forgotten. 
the result is always what we have 
now: literary history that has no his- 
tory in it, and is unaware of the forces 
that shape literature.

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HE scale on which the world’s 
water powers have been explored 
and developed during the last 
ten years is one of the most sig- 

nificant engineering features of the 
decade. Three times as much water 
power is used now as was used ten 
years ago. The advance has naturaliy 
been most rapid in those countries 
which have depended in the past for 
their power largely on tmported fucl 
-—-where ‘“‘ white coal” may be substi- 
tuted for black. Thus France has 
added 850,000 h. p. to the 750,000 h. p. 
of 1915; Switzerland now has some 
1,500,000 h. p., as compared with 850,000 
h. p. in 1914; the output in Spain ‘a 
900, 000 h. p. as against 150,000 h. p. be- 
fore the war, and that country is en- 
gaged on a scheme for developing a 
further 2,000,000 h. p. The same kind 
of story may be told of Canada, the 
United States, Italy, Japan, Norway, 
Sweden, and India: where alsc the 
water turbine is rapidly altering indus- 
trial conditions, despite the liberal coal 
deposits in some of those countries. 


The world's total potential water 
power has been calculated at 200 mil- 
lion h. p. Estimates must be accepted 
with reserve, as the surveys have nec- 
essarily been very incomplete,in th- 
almost unexplored regions where ulti- 
mately some of the greatest develop- 
ments may be expected. So far only 
26,000,000 h. p. of this energy has been 
turned to account. Even at this stage, 
however, the economies resulting from 
harnessing water power are apparent. 
In the best steam plant of large 
size $ tons of coal must be burned 
to give one horse power continu- 
ously for a year. Therefore 225,000.- 
000 tons of coal, or approximately the 
whole output of our coal mines per 
annum, represent the amount that 
would have to be fed to boilers to 
produce the energy of water already 
doing service. The world’s total water 
power would on this basis exceed that 
obtainable from the world’s coal out- 
put in 1913! 

It may be that the development of 
water power will in the future affect 
the center of gravity of the world’s 
industries, for these tend to move to- 
ward cheap power. A rather interest- 
ing illustration presents itself. In 
north Sweden are vast deposits of 
iron ore, formerly mined for smelting 
in England and other coal producing 
countries. But Sweden, though poor 
in native coal, is rich in water power, 
now being developed to run great élec- 
tric furnaces in which the ore will be 
converted into iron and steel, thus 
enabling her to compete in the world’s 
markets under favorable conditions. 
Her waterfalls have given Norway a 
new industrial importance, Who shall 
say that a country like Brazil, with 
its estimated 26,000,000 horse power, 
and British Guiana, the Zambesi basin, 
New Zealand, and other naturally fa- 
vored countries, may not in future 
years become industrially tmportant, 
thanks to the energy of falling water? 

* 
Electric Lighting. 

It is unnecessary to discuss what 
we owe to electricity in the form of 
light; it is evident to every one. If 
an electric current be forced through 
a very fine wire able to stand extreme- 
ly high temperatures without melting, 
the resistance encountered causes the

» His procedure, at all events, enables 
him to record his work in notes, and 
thus establish a system of color nu 
ances. TO me it sounds most horrible 
gibberish, but to some it may carry 
sense. The conclusion arrived at by his 
work is that color art affords the possi- 
bility of creating an unlimited quan- 
tity of-color variations, the beauty 
of which may be determined in ad- 
vance. The last phrase of the fore 
going sentence will stand being read a 
second and third time. Is there any 
other school or system of painting 
that can offer as much to its devo. 
tees? 

“A concluding statement made by the 
Russian bulletin may possess some 
truth. It says these experiments of 
Borissov are of particular value to 
decorative art, to industrial arts as 
well. Think of a Borissov evolved 
carpet, a Borissov wall paper, a Boris- 
sov lamp shade! 

Borissov does not figure in person 
in the exhibition of work by Russian 
artists now to be seen in a room of 
the east wing gallery of the Art insti- 
tute.
